Formosans feel that they can defend the Nationalist 


Chinese islands of Quemoy and Matsu from being taken 
over by the Red Chinese without outside help said Shu-en- 
Hsu, Formosan dignitary visiting Santa Ana this week. 

Shu-en-Hsu, secretary of public relations for, the 


Chang Hwa Commercial Bank of —— 
Taiwan, Formosa, addressed an 
open meeting of the Santa Ana 
International Club last Tuesday. 

The banker is visiting the United 
States under the auspices of the 
U. S. Department of Labor in or- 
der to further his knowledge of 
the United States and the factors 
which have made it and its people 
prosperous. He is visiting Santa 
Ana under the sponsorship of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The visitor emphasized the op- 
portunities for study in the seven 
universities and 14 colleges of 
Formosa. He stated that many For- 
mosans go to the United States for 
additional studies. 

“Most of the foreign students 
in Taiwan are Americans,’ he 
said. e 

He told the audience that For-. 
mosa, an agricultural area, was 
slowly changing to a highly indus- 
trialized area. Sugar and rice are 
the main agricultural products. 
Artificial textiles and cement rate 
high on the list of industrial pro- 
ducts. 

“We import cars from the 
United States,” he said, ‘Almost 
every maker has an agency.” 

Speaking on the political scene 
the soft-spoken Formosan stated 
that there is universal suffrage in 
Formosa and that several women 
legislators are currently in office.
